ſo great authoritie, that whether | 
hea truth or falſehood, good |

and adored, who hearing that Se- 
arak, Meſhat.and Abednego would 
not feede his proud fancie, and ap- 
prooue of his profane pride, brake 
out into furie and rage,laying,#t hat 
diſorder,cc, and when * 25k vtterly 
refuſed to adore his image,then was 
Nebuchadnez.z.ar full of rage, faith 
the text, So that the ambitious man 
is for his furie like a mad man, and 
therefore not worthie to bee coun- 
red a man. 

Thus you (ce the parts of Ambi- 
tion how deformed they are : Now 
I will deſcend to the third part of 
my divifion,toſhew how foule this 
finne is; and it is ſo foule a finne,as- 
that Times makes this fione, as the 
Apoſile doth coverouſneſle, ro bee 
the roote of all euill, $.Bafi/ calles 
itthe Divels diſeaſe, becauſe it firſt 
diſeaſed divell and man; for Luci- 
fer and Adams ambition to bee as 
highas God, made them to be infe- 
riour to all ather creatures, Where- 
upon Syrak ſaith,That it i the ori- 
ginall 
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inall of ſinne, and hee that bath it, 


all poure out abomination, and at 
length be onerthrowne, Therefore 
S. Bernard termes Ambition a ſub- 
till exill, a ſecret poyſon, an bidden 
plagne, the miſtris of deceit, the mo- 
ther of bypocriſie, the father of for- 
getfulneſſe, the oreginall of vices, the 
food of fanits,the ruſt of vertmes, the 
moth of bolineſſe, the blinder of the 
heart, making diſeaſes out of reme- 
dies, and begetting faintneſſt out of 
medicines, And to this end S.Ba/i/ 
alleaging Chriſts ſaying of the that 
| giue, * and pray, to bee ſeene of 
men, that they haue their reward, 
willeth all mento take heed of Am- 
birion, which is (faith he) the ſweete 
ſpoyler of all ſpirituall gifis , the de- 
light ſome enemie of our ſoules, the 
moth of al vertnes,and the moſi plea- 
ſant betrayer of all happineſſe. All 
which wee may ſee moſt tully veri- 
fed in [ulianthe Apoſtata,of who 
the penners of the Tripertite Hifto- 
rie write at large inthe fxth booke 
thereof, ſhewing that /#lia» at the 
F 4 firſt 
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firſt being an Emperour of many 
good parts, afrer that the Syren 
ſongs of flatterers had blowne vp 
his heart with Ambition, he was ſo 


fire of glorie and honaur, that hee 
vauntedthatheewould match e- 
lexander the Great; yea hee was ſo 
|| beſotted with that humour, as that 
hee fained that e{/exenders ſoule 
was fleeredimo his bodie; and per- 
ceiuing the altitude to batc the 
Chriſtians, hee ſec bimſclfe agaioſt 

| them to winoe popular uſe, 
yauating that he would cs down 
Chriſt the Galileiav from heaven, 
and fo held ontill God fromhea- 
uen cauleda dart to tab bimto the 
hear. So that you may ſec in /wlier 
the vive picture of Ambition, and 
withall a peefideve in him of Gods 
fierce wrath againſithis baſe ſinne, 
dringing him to 8 moſt ſhameful & 
fearful end & deftruRion.Al which 
being ſo appartt,together with the 
crueltie that the ambitious practiſe, 
not ſparing friend, brother, — 
ther, 
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violently carried away with the de= 
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| _— 
ther, as you hauc heard, you per- 
ceiue Cone and ouplineſl, f 
this finne : which being ſo mani- 
feſtly proued, I come to the fourth 
part of my diuifion, that is, that the 
Ambitious Miniſter cannot be fin- 
cere, My reaſons to proue this are 
thelerthree,viz, > 
Firſt, euery ambitious man is an 
hypocrite, for he dothal to be ſcene 
of men : where hypocriſie is, there 
can be no fincerenes, as our Sauiour 


{proues atlarge,Matth.z 3.therefore 


a Miniſter ambitious,cannot be fin- 
cere. 

Secondly, continuing in his am- 
bition hee is an heretike : for what 
more palpable herefie can there be, 
thentoglorie in his owne gifts and 
honours? 1/hat haſt thou ka thou 
baſt not receined? faith S.Paul : fo 
that for a man to glorie in his owne 
gifrs, is to race out the foundation, 
that exery good aud perfett gift com- 
meth from God. So to glorie in a 
mans own merits,is to deny Chriſts 
merits; and to gloric in his owne 
wit 


\ 
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wit and freewill,is to denie the ho- 
ly Ghoſtto bee his guider; and to 
ſeeke only his owne praiſe, is to de- 
nie che communion of Saints: which 
being ſo,he is an heretike,and ther- 
fore cannor be ſincere, 

My third reaſon is, that the am- 
bitious man is a theefe, and there. 
fore cannot beſincere. The ground 
of this reaſon is the Maxime of 
Chriſt; He that ſpeaketh of bimſelfe, 
ſeeketh his owne glorie : but hee that 
ſeeketh his glorie that ſent him, the 
[ame is true, and no vnrighteouſneſſe 
& in bim, Whence I thus reaſon: 
Euery fincere Miniſter is bound to 
ſecke Gods glorie that fene him, 
and not his owneglorie; elſe hee is 
not true nor {incere, but a theefe 
and a rob-god : bur cucry ambi- 
ious Miniſter ſeeketh not Gods | 
glorie, but his owne: therefore he 
is not true,but arob-god, and by a 
conſequent ynfincere. That 
ambitious Miniſter ſeeketh not 
Gods gloric but his owne, it is ma- 
'nifeſt frothe former part of Chriſts 
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| aſſertion, | 
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aſſertion, for hee ſpeaketh of him- | 
ſelfe : therefore he ſeeketh his owne 
glorie,therefore not Gods,for theſe 
are oppoſite : and for this cauſe our 
Apoſtle Pax! was willing to bee 
baſe,that God might be honorable: 
yea he had a defire to have his name 
raced out of the booke of life, ra- 
ther then Gods gloric ſhould bee 
obſcured; and for this cauſe did of- 
ten hazard his owne life and liber- 
tie,to yphold Gods glorie ; whence 
I may boldly collect, that for any 
Miniſter to ſeeke in his miniſterie 
his owne praiſe and honour, and 
| for the geting thereof ro negleR 
Gods praiſe and honour, isto bea |. 
theefe and rob-god, and therefore 
ſuch an one cannot bee fincere. 
Hence then you may ſee the force 
of our Apoſtles reaſons: Wee haxe 
not vſed in our. deftrines flatterin 
words , nor coloured pa roy 
nor ſought praiſe of men : and there- 
fore our doQtines are fincere and, 
ſound, If fo, then you ought to bee 
conſtant followers of thoſe -do- 
Qrines

The vſe of this doArine is, to 
teach all in generall (but ſpecially 
Miniſters of Gods word) to take 
heed of this fin of Ambition,which 
is ſo foule a finne, as that it makes 
them that haue it ficke of the Di- 
uels diſcaſc, & will in the end bring 
them to the Diuecls diftreſle,to bee 
caft our of heauen and happineſſe, 
withour ſpeedie repentance: for it 
makes them proue hypocrites, he- 
retikes,and facrilegious theeues a- 
gainſt God that ſends them : and 
therefore God that makes not the 
wicked innocent, will not,nor can- 
not leave them yncodemned, with-| . 
out amendment, Ir was the rule of 
our Apoſile , #hether yee cate or 
drink:,or whatſoener yee doe, doe all 
to the gloric of God, It was our Apo- 
files Abſit, God forbid that I ſhould 
reionce, but in the croſſe of Chriſt - 
and therefore our reioycing ſhould 
bein the Lord,and forthe Lord, to 
his praiſe and glory. And thus ſhun- 


ning | 
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ning our owne honour for the ho- 


ter honour to follow ys, asthe ſha- 
dow followerh the bodie; for his 
oj is paſt ynreuocable, choſe 


God bid Moſes to goe on his meſ-

faith Arias Montangs,whereby tbe 
holy Ghoft would reach, thar the 
| godly mans lotis God himſelfe, & 
therefore hee hath 'a y heri- 
tage, 28 Dawid faith; for how can 
' hee want goods, that hath God,the 
| authour of all goodnefſſe? how can 


he want treaſure,that hath the trea- 
ſureit ſelfe ?

Chriſt, Firſt ſeeke the kingdame of 
God and the rightrowuſneſſe thereof, 
and then all other things (beeit 
wealth, or worth, or honour ) ſhall 
be caft-ypor vs. Daxid( ſaith God) 
will not famiſh the ſonle of the righ- 
reons, and: bee nener ſaw the righte- 
| one forſaken,or their ſeed to beg their 
cad, 

Fourrtkly,God hath promiſed to 
honour them that honour him, bur 
hee reieteth the' proud, putting 
downe the mighty from thcir ſear, 
and exalteththe humble and meck : 
as Adam when he would be cheek- 
mate with God,brought both him- 
ſelfe and his. poſterity to a ftale, 
plunging himſelfe and them into 
deſtruQion and perditior, but Da- 
#id chat was deſpiſed in the fight of 
Michal,forhis humbling himſelfe 
before God, was by God taken 
from the ewes great with young,to 
feed his people in [ucob,and his in« 
heritancein Iſrael). 
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Fifthly, he that is a ſeruant in his 
fathers houſc, ſhall bee provided 
with things conuenient ; for God 
will withhold no good thing ow 
hiwthat leadetha gadlylife. 

Finally, hee is a very ambitious 
rob-God, that is deſirous to take 
that commendation to bimdelfe , 
that is appropriated onecly to the 
Lord; therefore let all walke bum- 
bly before God, and ſurely indue 
time they ſhall be exalted, 

Toconclude this text, it is nota» 
ble that the Apoſile ſaith here, hat 
he ſonght wat praiſe, which is to be 
vaderflood,that he ſought ienotin 
the firſt place, or chiefly; elſe ho- 
nour followeth the honorable, as 
the ſhadow the body, and bones vi# 
virt#ts premiums, honour is the re» 
ward of vertue.Secondly,he ſoughe 
not honour by finifter and valaw- 
full weans; but by caufing his light 
to ſhine before men,he made them | 
by ſeeing his good workes to glo- 
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rife God,in ſo doing, he could not 
want his owne glory too; far God 


will!

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will honour them that honour 
him; and the people are comman- 
ded to know them,that are ouer 
them in the Lord, and admoniſh 
them,and to haue them in ſingular 
loue fortheir workes ſake, There- | 
fore hedoth notſay, We recciued 
noe praiſe, bur, We ſought ir not, 
The dutie then of the people is, to 
giue to every man his due, howowr, 
to whom ye owe honoxr, as the ſame 
Apoſtle faith. For this cauſe the 
young@are commanded to honor 
the elder, and the elder thatruleth 
well,is worthie of double honour ; 
and this is both iuſt and proficable. 
Iuft, becauſe wee muſt doe good to 
them that doe to ys, elſe wee 
ſhall be ynthankful,and worſe then 
finners,and there is not a more pro- 
portionable dutie, then to giue ho. 
noureo whom it is due; therefore | 
it is juſt co honour ovr teachers, Ic 
is alſoprofitable, as well toourbe- 
nefaftors, 43 to our ſelues and o- 
thers, To them,for hereby they are 
encouraged todo their worke with 
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\|ioy,and not with pricſe: to'them- 


ſelues; for clſc it will bee voprofita- 
bleforthem, To othersicis profi- 
tablez.for by the iuft praiſe given 
ynto benefaRors, others are' en- 
couraged rotake the pgreaterbene- 
fir by them, but cxixe perſona' con- 
temmitur, cis ratio deſpiciter , 
whoſe perſon is contemned, his 
ſpeech is deſpiſed : there is no fuch 
enemie to profit, as preiudicate- 
nefle; as was ſcene in the countre 
men of Chriſt himſelfe, MongR 
whom he could doe no great work 
becauſe of their yobelicte, Againe, 
when others ſec vertue to bee ho- 
noured,they are thereby the bertrer 
ftirred vp to the ftudie of the like 
vertues : ſo that to giue deſerued 
honour is both juſt and proficable, 
Which roo much repreuecth thoſe 
thatin ſtead of giving due bonour 
and deſerving praiſe, loade the beſt 
deſerved Minifters with reproach 
and diſgrace : theſe ſhould know 
whoſe Mcſlengers they wrong & 
abuſe, euen the meſſengers of the 
Lord]

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Lord of hoſts, who will not ſuffer 
ſuch wrongs vnreuenged. There- 
fore ( beloued) let vs endeauour 
on all fides, in the firſtplace to ad- 
uance Gods honour z and ſecondly, 
ro honour thoſe that God doth ho- 
nour, that the teachers ftriuing to 
ſoundnefle and fincerenefle in their 
doarines; and they, together with 
thepeople, to gp 1g & con- 
Nancie in faith, and in manners, 
!both ſeeking the praiſe and honour 
of God, neither may be depriued of 
ſuch honor & praiſe, as God yſeth 
to give ynto his Saints & ſeruants, 
Now the God of all glory and 
'honour, and the giver of all grace 
'ro therm that doe him honour,make 
vsall walke by one rule, & ro ſecke 
that honour that commeth of God, 
and not of men. To this God onely 
wiſe,the Trinity in vnity, be giuen 
and aſcribed in the Cengregations, 
all praiſe,and honour, and glory,6 
Maicfty, and might, by vs and all,
